The solemn side of the war oomes 
home to the clTllian on a Tisit to 
our training camps any evening 
preceding the detMtrkatlon of a 
fighting unit. The K. of C. build- 
ing -will be packed, not as on other 
nights for one of the Innumerable 
vaudeville or movie pntcrtainnientB 
BtiiKt'il thppc, but with t>oys intent 
upon tlu'ii last Iftter home l>i>fore 
eaillnn ovcist'ii.-i. The Secretaries 
art' occup iid ihrouKh the night 
passinK out stationery, retailing 
Ktanips and answering a thousand- 
od'l (luestkms. The steady, creep- 
ing sound of a thousand vena trav- 
eling at vtLtylng speeds over sheets 
of paper is all that Is heard in the 
building save the murmur of the 
priests and penttrata who line the 
walls of the buHdlng awaiting their 
turns in the Improvised confeslonal. 
Here an<l there a boy will look up, 
pensively, wondering what last lit- 
tle tid-ijit of good rheer he can 
Insert In the I'etter home to offset 
the blues which he figures must al- 
ways be produced by his goodby 
missive. But there are no sighs, 
rhese boys are soldiers. They re- 
main, every man-Jack of them, for 
the midnight maas, after which 
they step out of the building ready 
to face all the terrors the Huns 
may loose upon them. 

Always when a troop movement 
Is imminent the chaplain will bp 
requested to perform marriage cere- 
nionies. This l.s no light task for 
a K. of C. chaplain, as every mar- 
riage between Catholics, contracted 
according to the law of the ehnrch, 
requires formalities which can not 
be dispensed with. To protect the 
woman in. evav marriage and to 
guard against clandestine weddings 
basic requirements are laid down 
for the two parties to the nuUTlage 
to fulfill before any priest, wliether 
chaplain or not, can pronounce 
them man and wife. I.,etters must 
be obtained from the pastors of the 
man ami woman, and several 
pertinent points of information 
truthfully supplied which could 
hardly be given by anybody con- 
templating • rash marriage. The 
chaplains do not eneoarage laat- 
mlnute narriagM; they baTe 'been 
tonad not to affeet favorably the 
morale of the men contracting them. 
Military discipline must necessarily 
be of such a nature that It can not 
make a single except ion, and often 
the case has occuried where a girl 
goes to the camp, g<'ts married and 
must take her honeymoon with her 
husband during his few hours of 
liberty within the confines of the 
camp. Then the chaplain has a 
double Job. He must console the 
gill and eheer up the brtdsfroom. 
Btti the brides are usually Just as 
brave as their husbands; they ao- 
oept the fact of war and whatever 
heartaches they may hare they man- 
age to conceal them aatll tliiey get 
out of sight of the boys who leave 
♦ hem beliind. 

One litth' woman came all the 
way from Chicago to g(^t married 
In the K. of C. building at Camp 
Merritt. She couldn't sleep on the 
train, and when she arrived In 
eamp she was a pretty tired brfde- 
elect. The bridegroom bad three 
nours' liberty. Then they had to 
bid each other farewell. The young 
wife had no friends near at hand. 
She had to take the train right 
back to Chicago. The K. of C 
chaplain who performed the mar- 
riage ceremony interpreted the case 
as one for special effort. The 
priest escorted the girl to the 
Jitney. He saw the tears welling 
back of the brave brown eyes, and 
ne was afraid that If the litUe 
woman once broke down it would 
be mighty bard tor bsr to reach 
Ohloago. But whan they shook 
hands she met his sympathetic 
glanee with a courageous smile. 

"Well, we've got each other," 
she said. And in reply to that 
shining piece of human satisfaction 
the chaplain could only shake th" 
firm little hand more heartily. 

A K. of C. chaplain was sitting 
In his little room early one morn- j 
Ing reading the office which every | 
priest must read, and which takes , 
atwut one hour at bis time every 
day. A pale, ftill OMion bung over 
the sleeping cantonment and the 
dnll tramp of the pacing sentry 
could be heard. An improvised 
lamp shade of carbon paper shad- 
owed the little room, so that when 
tbe ebaplain looked up at a tapping! 
on his window a pale face stood ' 
in relief against the half-gloom of 
the oamp beyond. The chaplain, 
not without misgiving, went to the 
door, opened it and admitted a 
gaunt soldier, who greeted bim gin- 
gerly. 

"Expect to go tomorrow, Fattaar," 
■aid the Oorporal. "Can you hear 
my confession?" 

Of course the priest could. He 
explained he was there to do that 
very thing at any hour of the day 
or night. But the gaunt Corporal 
blink>>d and, like all men with 
heavily burdened souls, took it upon 
himself to shed what be considered 



the chief part of tbe burden by way 

of easing the situation. 

"I ain't been to confession for 
twenty-odd years," he said. 

"Better late tban tunt," tbe 
chaplain said. 

.\nd the twenty-year catalogue 
was unfolded. Hut as the Corporal 
was leaving h<- halted. "One or two 
of the fellows in my outfit are in 
Just about the same way I was," 
he said. "Tbey want to get fixed 
up." 

"Send them along," said the 

priest. 

"Not right away." the Corporal 
replied. "I'm not through with my 
farewell furlough. These OtlMf fel- 
lows are in barracks." 

nm before reveille the other fel- 
lows had aroused the chaplain from 
his two-hour sleep and been accom- 
modated precisely as was the gaunt 
Corporal. Perhaps this incident and 
the hundred variations of it that 
could be told, and well authenti- 
cated. Illustrates the reason why 
RIshop Hayes, of New York, who 
has charge over all Catholic chap- 
lains, selects the most robust phy- 
sical material he eaa find for tbe 
onerous positions.

FLIMSY BASIS FOE VILE CHAIGE 



An Incident Involving religious 
bigotry, misrepresentation of fact, 
yellow Journalism and a distortion 
of patriotism made to serve an im- 
proper end, Is the case of the 
Ruthenlan Catholic Bishop of Can- 
ada, Msgr. N. Budka, and the Rev. 
Father Bos.'^c lie, C. S.-!. H., recently 
arrested at Hafford, .Sa.skatcliewan, 
Canada, on a charge of sedition 
The Canadian secular press printed 
cohinins of news on the occurrence, 
but gave very little space to the 
notloe of the subsequent vindloatlon 
of the accused. Tbe facts in tbe 
case, according to the Northwest 
Review, the Catholic Register and 
Canadian Extension and the Cath 
olic Record are these: 

Bishop Budka, the Ruthenlan 
Bishop of Canada, and Father 
Bossche, of Yorkton, wee ariested 
In Hafford. Sask., on .July s on a 
charge of sedition. They weic con- 
ducting a mission at Hafford when 
a man named George Worobetz 
created a disturbance and persisted 
might notie 'p'opular.'and h'e'aske'd I'" Interrupting the service. Bishop 



»'hptli(>r he Miit'lit not stand for the 
principle of self-determination In 
Ireland. Is not this Irish aspira- 
tion something to <be encouraged? 
Has not Ireland shed her blood as 
freely as the otbera in this war? 
Why not credit her with this? It 
Is not unpatriotic, he argued, to 
Bland up for Ireland, but on tlie 
contrary the principle of s.lf-de- 
lenninatlon weigh."; most .•^liongly 
with us as one of the reas-)iis nf 
our w r. He showed the Knights 
' f ("oluiiihus tliat th?lr order owes 
much to the Irish, for If the men 
of Irish ancestry were removed 
from their jwdM ti^ey, would lose 
hot only most of tbelr membership, 
but most of their Influential lead- 
ers. These remarki met with great 
applaus'iv" 

And the Indiana Catholic adds 
that of course the truth met with 
applnu.s.-. Bishop Tihen Is not of 
Irisli I xt Tac tion. Indeed we under- 
stand there is not a diop of Irish 
blood in his veins. He is a fore- 
most American and stands high 
among the Catholic hieiarchv. Why 
should a body of men like the 
Knights of Columbus neglect Ire- 
land when they are "boostiag" the 
freedom of all small natlonsT Tbe 
Bishop's shot evidently atruck 
home, for the applause rang loud 
and long. We have seen Italian, 
French and English papers which 
have strong editorials on the Irish 
right to llbertyy and Inslerting that 
England doeg a great injury to the 
Allies' cau.se hy not granting Ire- 
land the liKiit of self-determination. 
Bishop Tihen only voiced this 
sentiment. Tbe Irish rase owes bim 
a partlenlar debt of gratitude. He 
Is putting the Knlgbts on tbe 
right track.

The Knights of Columbus who 
voted at their "win the war" con- 
vention in New York City to co- 
operate in a joint drive for war 
funds with the Voung Men's and 
Voung Women's Christian Associa- 
tions, War Camp Coiiiinuiiily .Serv- 
ice, Aniericun Library Association, 
Jewish Welfare League and .Salva- 
tion Army, protested Saturday to 
Newton D. Baker, SecreUry of 
War, against a proposal to have 
four of the orgeiflsaUon conduct a 
campaign in Nbvemher and the 
other three a second campaign In 
January. Under this plan, which 
was said to have tt]r> sanction of 
President Wilson iuid .Secretary 
Baker, the V .M. c a.. V. W. C. A.. 
Community .-^.rvlc ;,ii<i Library 
Association would launch a drive 
the week of November 11 This 
would be followed the first of the 
year by a campaign oonduct.d by 
the Jewish League. SalvaUon Army 
•nd Knights of Columbus. After a 
meeting .Saturday In New York of 
the Knights' Committee on War Ac- 
tivities James A. Flaherty, Supreme 
Knight, announced that he had sent 
the following telegram to Seeretarv 
Baker: 

"I earnestly trust that the rumor 
that you are to order two joint 
drives for recreation funds, one for 
the Catholics and Jews and the 
other for tbe Y. U. C. A. and three 
otner agencies, is not true. Thl^ 
would be drawing a religious line 
in time of war that can not fall 
to cause great criticism and dis- 
turbance throngbont the country."

Budka had the offender arrested 
and the case was brought before 

the Justice of the Peace on July 7. 
Adjournment was made until Mon- 
day, when counsel for the Bishop 
objected to baving the case heard 

by a Justice of the Peace whose 
law partner was the defendant's 
attorney. As a sequel to this 
episode a warrant lor sedition was 
swfirn out by Worobetz, and the 
liisliop and Fattier Bossche were 
placed under arrest. 

The secular papers, which paid 
but slight attention to the episode 
which preceded the issusnce of the 
warrant for sedition, gave the lat- 
ter event a large a s eas a re of pub- 
licity. The charge, as set forth in 
the document and as quoted in the 
Northwest Review, states "that 
Father Bossche said that anyone 
who sends his children to the pub- 
lic school will go to hell; that 
every Ruthenlan who sends lii.s 
children to the P. .Vlohyla Ukrain- 
ian Institute at Saskatoon will go 
to hell. That Father Bossche dur- 
ing bis sermon on 'Hell' drew a 
book out of bis pocket and riiouted: 
'This is a book written by Ood bim- 
seir and eoBtains the seven oom- 
mands of Ood.' " Thus even In 
the charge sedition Is not made a 
direct issue, although by Inference 
the words of the priest might have 
been made to Imply opposition to 
Canadian .State or national Institu- 
tions. Still the sedition charge was 
exploited to the fullest extent, but 
the same papers which gave it 
prominence did not state that the 
Bishop was Involved in the charge 
merely for baving been present m 
the church at the ttme Father 
Bossche Is supposed to have made 
the alleged statement; nor did they 
herald abroad a most remarkable 
spontaneous expression of loyalty 
to the Bishop on the part of the 
people. 

But the charge was a distortion 
of fact on the face of it \i cord- 
ing to the .Northwest Ri'\ lew Father 
Bossche, when seen, stated that 
what he had said was: "Everyone 
who buys, sells or corrupts the 
soul of a child, and that in a school 
— the school may be a public 
school, an institute or an acad- 
emy — shall go to hell because our 
Lord says: *But he that shall scan- 
dalize one of these little ones that 
beblieve In Me. It were 'better for 
him that a millstone should be 
hanged alKiut his neck, and that 
lie should be drowned in the depths 
of the sea.' " On the basis of this 
statement the charge was pre- 
ferred! 

As will readily be realised the 
attack on the Bishop and Father 
iiossche was premedlated. Rev. 
Vachon. O. M. I., Rector of I^otra 
Dame de Lourdes parish in North 
Battleford, calU the aUaek "the 
outcropping of religious bigotry and 
Intolerance." Moreover a certain 
group of Ruthentans carried thelf 
opposition against the Bishop so far 
as' to have liim followed by detec- 
tives, who sought to secure evidence 
against him showing disloyalty. 

Needless to say, the case against 
the Bishop and Father Bossebe (to 
whom the pajwra teCerred as Father 
Bosky and who la a 'Belgian by 
birth), collapsed oom^etely. in 
fact Mr. Hargravee, counsel for the 
prosecution, statM that he Had not 
even desired the proseentlon of tbe 
case. A coiiiiniitee of prominent 
Winnipeg Catholics prepared and 
gave to the press for publication a 
statement from which we glean that 
Mr. Hargreav^s expressed himself In 
court as follows: "This charge was 
laid during my absence and con- 
trary to my intention and Instruc- 
tions. l*e words for which Father 
Bosky Is charged were not spoken 
by the Bishop. No warrant or 
summons was to have been issued: 
the Information was simply to have 
been used Tn being sent to the de- 
whether or not 



charge against His Orace Bishop 
Budka. I ask that the charge be 
formally withdrawn." The Magis- 
trate thereupon discharged the case 
and extended to the Bishop the 

("sympathy of the court." 

' In the case of Father Bossche 
similar action was taken. The 
r-hai).'." was investigated by the 
.Magistrate, and after hearing tbe 
evidence submitted, and after lis- 
tening to arguments for both prose- 
entlon and defenee* tbe Magistrate 
said: "I have no reason whatever 
to believe that Father Bosky was 
guilty of .sedition. X have thought 
the. matter ov«'r with absolute care. 
I therefore dismiss the charge 
against Father Bosky." 

Thus the court cleared the ac- 
cused. The secular press was not 
so Just. Commenting upon the 
complete collapse of the case 
against Bishop Budka for sedition, 
the Olobe editorially urges the 
press of Canada, which gave wide- 
spread publicity to the fact of his 
arrest, to give eqiul prominence to 
his vindication. Thus rests the 
case against the Bishop. That 
aKainst the press will ever be open 
for argument. C. H. of C. V.

The progress of the war during 
the past month has roused high 
hopes in America that tise end may 
oome within a year or so.

What v/as 
planned to be a triumphant Oerman 
advance lias been tamed Into 
decisive defeat and a retreat that 
bas only halted near the lines oC' 
cupled by the Germans before the 
great offensive began last M>arcb 
Whether Poch will (X)nUnue the of- 
fensive which he took at the second 
battie of the Mame will depend 
upon the readiness of his forces. If 
be can do so now he will doubtless 
strike hard to prevont tlio reorgani 
ration of the defeated army. There 
is reasou for rejoicins over the vic- 
tory so far gained. The part that 
American soldiers played in it Imb 
won bich praise for them in France 
and in England, and those at home 
can well be proud of the splendid 
record of our soldier boys. But 
unfounded hopes may easily be 
raised by exaggerating the extent 
of tbe victory. Its Intportanss oon- 
slsts principally In tfie sasnraaee 
that the aerman anny has been 
definitely defeated on the western 
front. But a defeat does not mean 
that the enemy has been destroyed. 
The danger that threatened Paris 
and the chMmnel ports a fsw weeks 
ago has lieen happily averted.

MOVDTO OITR TROOPS. 



The world has been astonUhed at 

the great number of American sol- 
diers transported to Europe In the 
"ast half year. The number now 

pproximates 1,500,000, and the 
lo.ss of life In transporting them 

as been almost Infini'eslinal. The 
success with which we have moved 
our troops from the scattered 
camps in this country and across 
3,000 miles of ocean to Die battle 
front is great evidence of American 
efficiency. We have not only sur- 
prised our enemies, we have sur- 
prised our friends and onrselyes. 



In the early morning darkness 
and under the strictest military dis- 
cipline, hundreds ot Catholic 
nurses and Sisters taaTS been sent 
from our ports to France during the 
last few weeks. So quiet and secret 
nave been the movements of these 
Bands of Mercy that only few per- 
sons knew of their sailings. The 
nurses and Sisters have all been 
under command of a regular aiiny 
officer and marched through the 
stillness before dawn to .St 
Stephen's church. New York City 
where they were received by Hishop 
Patrick J. Hays, Chaplain Bishop 
overseas. Promptly at 3 o'clock 
mass Is read for the departing Sis- 
ters and nnrses and each receives 
holy communion. Then to the 
sharp commands of the military 
officer In eharge the black-robed 
figures march either to a waiting 
ransport or train, one to carry 
hem directly across and the other 
o take them to a nearby Atlantic 
port to await the first boat for 
Fi inch secrecy has been 

maiiiiaiiici .liiout the departure of 
the nurses as has been spread ABeut 
the departure of troops. Fatiier Jo 
seph P. Dineen, the Bishop's 8ecr«- 
tary, has had many of the nurse 
units In charge and has escorted 
them to trains or transports in the 
early morning. He said Saturday 
'Catholic nurses and Sisters are 
going over by the hundreds. The 
units are composed of lOo women, 
all In charge of a regular army 
officer. They are marched here 
from the Nursee' Mobilization House 
JSO Madison avenue, always In 
They are formed In reg- 
ular military formation and obey 
the commands of tiieir oftleer like 
well drilled veterans. Blabop Hayes 
Is always up and ready for them 
and greets them as theiy march Into 
the church. Immediately following 
the holy communion the nurses and 
.Sisters are again drawn up in mili- 
tary formation and marched to 
their point of embarkation. These 
nnrses and Sisters are not confined 
to the army, as many of them have 
rolonteered and been trained as 
navy nurses. The latest unit to 
sail for France was made up of 
eighty-nine trained Osthollc nurses 
and eleven Sister nurses. All of 
this unit were mustered In in the 
far South but were mobilized at a 
certain time in New York. It Is 
not perraiaslble to .«ia> Just how 
many nurses W» have sent over, 
but the aiMOber is large, much 
larger tiM(- UkDSe on the outside 
would ew- dream." 

It was also announced by Father 
Dineen that Bishop Hayes and him- 1 
self would sail for France within 
the next few days. '
